LIGHT READING FOR WARM WEATHER. 
No. II. 

Literary men are often addicted to amusements 
which have nothing intellectual gbout them. Their 
object is to let their minds lie fallow, as a member of 
an agricultural committee would express himself: 
and they delight to abandon themselves to pleasures 
in which there is no waste of thought. “The most 
virtuous, grave, and honest men,” says Plutarch, 
* use feasts, jests, and toys, as we do sauce to our 
meais.” Some are feelingly alive to the beauties of 
nature; others are “ mighty hunters” ; a third class 
of intellectual spirits find their greatest delight in the 
charm of music; and it must be confessed that our 
lawyers and divines show not a few symptoms 
their attachment to the fruits of the earth. We 
blame them not; philosophers themselves might be 
vanquished by the charms ef Gallagher's meats, and 
the sparkling graces of his wine cups. J may as well 
give a fow cases in point, before proceeding farther. 
Thomson was an epicure—an indolent epicure—and 
would lie in bed till a favourite dish was announced. 
A happier man could not be found than Pope, when 
he was walking in his garden. Charles Fox was at- 
tached. to the sports of the field. Socrates used to 
dance and sing. Scipio and Lelius, to pick up shells 
on the sea shore. Mocenas was fond of his sports; 
and if Virgil and Horace did not join in them, it was 
their infirmity which prevented them. It so happens 
that I, too, have been rather feeble and sickly for the 
last fortnight, and should certainly have been annihi- 
lated, had I joined my friends this fine day in their 
excursion to the mountain. After a less ambitious 
fashion, therefore, I am amusing myeelf with a tall 
backed elbow chair, an open window, and the “ Fairy 
Queen.” I intended to set down a few ideas arising 
from its perusal, and hope, in so doing, to be of some 
. advantage to that tribe of parodists, of whom I recol- 
lect many years since your expressing your just dis- 
dain You remember those old times: sodo I. They 
are treasured up in my memory, and 

* Of, when on my couch I lie, 
in vacant, or in pensive mood, 
They flash upon that inward eve, 
Which is the bliss of solitude.” 

But to return to Spenser. The “ Fairy Queen” is 
a series of ‘love adventures, alternately retarded, and 
promoted by magic plots, end chivalric deeds. The 
acenes are chiefly laid in the country, a circumstancg| 
which gives frequent opportunities of deseriptive 
scenery. The characters are in general of royal or 
noble parentage, and engaged. in great and arduous 
designs. Here then is the subject of the “ Fairy 
Queen.” Let us now see what are the qualities 
which constitute the excellence of such a poem. 
The first quality appears to be that which most hap- 
pily describes the emotions of love. But with this 
Spenser was evidently unacquainted ; though he re- 
presents the Red Cross Knight encountering danger 
in all its terrific and subduing aspects for the love of 
far Una, not a word passes between these devoted 
lovers, but what they might express in the presence 
of the world. It is from their actions alone we can 
discover ghey had any regard for each other, but 
each of them appears to have been too proud, and un- 
bending ; too much of a Gothic character to suffer 
their affections to be known. There is every reason 
to believe that the stately pedantry of feudal times; 
when every man was a lord or a vassal, an imperious 
raler, or an abject slave, proved not merely « res- 
traint to the free exercise and expression of naturat 
affection, but extinguished, ina very great degree, | 
those sympathies which unite kindred spirits in the! 
/bonds of love, wherever the heart is Jeft to the free 
and unrestrained impulse of its own emotions. If so: 
it is but fair to attribute Spenser's failure to the vices 
of the time in which he wrote. 

It is certain that in feudal times we hear of more | 
heroism and chivalry enlisted on the side of females, 
and of defenceless innocence, than we can boast at, 
present; but are we equally certain, that the human! 
breast was then capable of a purer love, and a tender-| 
er affection, than belongs to the degenerate progeny | 
of the nineteenth century? Of this I have great! 
doubt; and I doubt also, whether the heroism and: 
romantic bravery, then displayed, was not rather the 
effect of that uncultivated, barbarian pride, that 
haughty, uasocial, and uncompromising spirit, which 
wes the generation of ignorance and intellectual.

I think, then, that Spenser excels most of his suc-|| 
cessors in the creations of en imagination at once vig- 
orous, versatile, and correct. Milton indeed displays: 
a more expanded grasp of mind, and lifts us to the 
contemplation of sublimer prospects, but his pictures 
are overcharged, and he seldom presents nature to 
our eyes in the simple, chaste, and usiaffected color- 
jing of Spenser. In the “Fairy Qneen” we instant- 
ly, and instinctively recognize the reality and truth 
of the images which are placed before us. We have 
jpo difficulty in conceiving and picturing to ourselveal 
ithe originals which they represent; but Milton too 
often confuses us with images of undefined and un- 
definable being, which leave no distinct impression 
‘on the mind, and fill it with vague and unembodied 
conceptions. Fancy, then, would seem to have been 
born with Spenser ; and indeed if it were possible to 
come into life with the inheritance of a romantic; 
jmind, I should not hesitate to admit, that Spenser de- 
rived his romantic genius from this original source. 
But we must ascribe this, not to any original propen- 
sity, but to the subsequent agency of circumstances 
and situations. He lived in an age of magic, witch- 
eraft, and enchantmént; of heroism, and chivalry. 
No doubt if we were acquainted with the occupations 
of his infant days, but we should find a considerable 
portion of them devoted to the perusal of fairy tales, 
and other productions of a simular charactér. 
\productions, perhaps, during the course of his ear- 
lier reading, were the only works to which he could 
jfind access. In this case they must have made a much 
‘stronger impression on him, than on children who 
‘read from a more varied and heterogenous selection. 
jltis also certain, that the earlier and the more he read 
them, the more powerfully they swayed his plastic and 
jtender mind, then capable of the slightest impressions, 
though tenacious only of those which were deep and 
frequently repeated. There is no subject, which gives: 
stronger exercise to the imagination of a child than 
ifairy tales, enchanted castles, and romantic imagery ; 
‘and where a passion for them is cherished in our in- 
ifancy, they will ever after continue to give a roman-'| 
tic cast or character to the intellect. The oceupations
